The first annual city election under

H. A. Paxton, who drew the short 
term in the election held in December. 


The voting will be done in the city 


hall, the polls will be open from 9 
o'clock until sundown, H. C. Phillips 
and R. B. P. Roper will be inspectors 
of the election and L. W. Baker will 
he clerk. 


There will be two candidates for 


the office of city commissioner, H. A. 
Paxton having been nominated to suc- 
ceed himself without opposition in the 
February primary required by the city 
charter, and the name of W. P. Wil- 
Tdnson being placed on the ballot by 
petition filed with the city commission 
since the primary was held. 


Qualified electors who have paid 


their poll taxes for the years 1919 
and 1920 before March 5 will be per- 
mitted to participate in the city elec- 
tion. The commissioner elected will 
take up the duties of his office the 
first of May. 


Women who are registered 
and 


qualified to vote will be permitted to 
•vote in the city election without the 
payment of poll taxes, according to 
the ruling of the city attorney. 


The general opinion is that Mr. 


Paxton will be re-elected for another 
term as commissioner and that .there 
«hould be no change in the makeup of 
" the commission until the members 


ha,-ve been given a good chance to get 
the new plan 
of government well 


started. Mr. Paxton has served but 
two and a half months of the one-year 
term for which he was elected^ and 
the commission is just getting well 
organized and ready to begin real con- 
structiv« work under the new charter. 
The city administration has had a dif- 
ficult task in getting the affairs 'of the 
straightened out and placed on a real 
business basis, and this work has 
taken a great deal of their time up to 
this time. The News believes that in 
justice to Mr. Paxton and the other 
members of the commission the or- 
ganization should be permitted to re- 
main intact for at least another year 
to get, the new plan of city govern- 
ment well started.

WINTER VISITOR MAKES SUGGES- 


TION TO CITY COMMISSION ON 


ONE OF THE CITY'S GREATEST 


ASSETS. 


That the river front Is one of New 


Smyrna's greatest assets and that ef- 
torta.should,he, made, now tow^pL pre- 
serving it for the future, was the sub- 
stance of a suggestion made by Judge 
Going of Chicago to the city commis- 
sioners at their regular meeting held 
Monday night. He suggests that city 
legislation should be enacted at this 
time to prevent commercialising the 
river front and destroying its beauty, 
which "will bring hearty commendation 
and thanks from the generations to 
follow. 


Judge Going is spending his first 


winter in New Smyrna. He is much 
impressed with its 
natural beauty 


and with its commercial possibilities. 
He predicts that the time is not far in 
the future when New Smyrna will be 
a larger city than Daytona and that a 
little lartaer in the future it will be 
the largest city on' the East Coast 
south of Jacksonville. 
It has natural 


advantages that no other city or town 
on the coast enjoys. Its location is 
such that it is bound to become a great 
commercial center. 
In time the in- 


creasing commercial proportions of 
the city are liable to destroy the 
beauty and attractiveness of the river 
front, and the judge is pleading for its 
preservation 


The judge pictures what an attrac- 


tion the river front would be without 
shacks and buildings along the shore 
and how proud the residents of New 
Smyrna would be to show such a 
place to its visitors. He also pictures 
how its beauty and attractiveness can 
be destroyed by allowing it to become 
commercialized and suggested to the 
city commission how they might pre- 
serve this attractiveness by legislation 
at this time to prevent the erection of 
more unsightly structures.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE PEOPLE 


OF THE CITY OF NEW SMYRNA, 
FLORIDA:

Section 1. That it shall.be unlawful 


for any person or persons, firm or 
corporation, 
their agents or em- 


ployees. to operate on Sunday any mo- ' 
tion picture show, electrical theatre 
or other public amusement houses.

qualified to vote will be permitted to 
•vote in the city election without the 
payment of poll taxes, according to 
the ruling of the city attorney. 


The general opinion is that Mr.

' the commission until the members 
have been given a good chance to get 
the new plan

started. Mr. Paxton has served but 
two and a half months of the one-year 
term for which he was elected^ and 
the commission is just getting well 
organized and ready to begin real con- 
structiv« work under the new charter.

WINTER VISITOR MAKES SUGGES- 


TION TO CITY COMMISSION ON 


ONE OF THE CITY'S GREATEST 


ASSETS. 


That the river front is one of New 


Smyrna's greatest assets and that ef- 


serving it for the future, was the sub- 
stance of a suggestion made by Judge 
Going of Chicago to the city commis- 
sioners at their regular meeting held 
Monday night. He suggests that city 
legislation should be enacted at this 
time to prevent commercialising the 
river front and destroying its beauty. 
which "will bring hearty commendation 
and thanks from the generations to 
follow. 


Judge Going is spending his first 


He is much 
impressed with its 
natural beauty 


and with its commercial possibilities. 
He predicts that the time is not far in 
the future when New Smyrna will be 
a larger city than Daytona and that a 
little farther in the future it will be 
the largest city on' the East Coast 
south of Jacksonville.

ORDINANCE NO. 69 


An Ordinance Prohibiting the Oper- 


ation on Sunday of Motion Picture 
Shows, Electrical Theaters and Pub- 
lic Amusement Houses, and Providing 
a Penalty for the Violation of this 
Ordinance and Declaring the same to 
be an Emergency Measure for the 
Preservation of the Public Peace ot 
the Citizens of the City of New Smyr- 
na, Florida. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE PEOPLE 


OF THE CITY OF NEW SMYRNA, 
FLORIDA:

Section!. That it shall.be unlawful 


for any person or persons, firm or

ployees, to operate on Sunday any mo- ' 
tion picture show, electrical theatre 
or other public amusement houses. 


Section 2. That any person or 


persons, firm or corporation, their 
ageo* or agents, or other employee 
or employees violating any ot the pro- 
visions of Section 1 of this ordinance^ 
shall upon conviction thereof, be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding Fifty 
Dollars ($50.00), or by imprisonment 
not exceeding thirty (30) days, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment; and 
for a second or subsequent offense, 
by a fine of not more than Seventy-five 
Dollars ($75.00), nor less than Fifty 
Dollars ($50.00), or by imprisonment 
at hard labor for a period of not more 
than forty-five (45) fiays, nor not less 
than thirty (30) days, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment.
